Witerary Intelligence. 


From the London Publishers’ Circular, April 15. 


Our obituary of the fortnight includes the name of Lady Charlotte Bury, 
once well known at the circulating libraries as the authoress of novels of 
fashionable life; but still better known by her Recollections of a Lady in 
Waiting. The attention excited at the time of the appearance of this work, 
observes a contemporary, the controversies, the flat denial of its parentage, 
and then the extorted admission (all symbolled by Hood in one of the most 
poetical grotesques by which ingratitude was ever hit), virtually made an 
end of Lady Charlotte Bury’s authorship. We regret to have also to record 
the death of Mr. Francis Macpherson, the well-known and respected fellow- 
laborer and friend of the late Mr. Pickering. Mr. Macpherson, after a long 
residence in London, resided many years at Oxford, where he succeeded to 
the business of Mr. Talboys, but returned to London about three years since, 
and began business in King William Street. Mr. Macpherson died at the 
age of sixty-five.

Among books claiming our notice we have Mr. John Hollingshead’s Ragged 
London in 1861, which will be issued immediately, and which will probably 
startle the author’s admirers, by the novelty of its views, and the rigidness 
with which it applies the scientific principles of political economy to the sub- 
ject.

Public from Financial Revulsions,” by Edward Kellogs. This is revised from 
the author’s work on “ Labor and Other Capital,” with numerous additions, 
and is edited by Mary Kellogg Putnam, who says: “The first edition of the 
following treatise on the nature of money and its relations, as governing power, 
to the distribution of wealth, appeared in 1849. After its publication, the 
author continued to write on the same subject, with the intention of giving his 
views to the public in a different form; but he finally relinquisbed his design, 
and resolved to include the new matter in the original work. The illness 
preteen his death compelled him to forego the labor necessary for this end, 
put during the winter of 1857-8, he made some erasures and amendments, 
dictated a few paragraphs to be inserted, and changed the name of the book 
to its present more characteristic title. He also authorized the daughter, 
who had long been his amanuensis, to make such additions from his manu- 
scripts as her knowledge of his wishes and her judgment should direct. In 
fulfilling this trust, the editor has selected numerous passages from his writ- 
ings, aud has either incorporated them with the body of the work or ap- 
pended them in notes. Occasionally she has brought within a smaller 
compass several paragraphs of similar import, and she has made some verbal 
corrections and transpositions, taking care in all to preserve the author's style 
and thought uninjured. The manuscripts from which the first edition was 
prepared, have also been examined by her, and, in a few in ns 
that had been abridged have been restored to their original form. @ most 
important new point is the criterion of a just rate of interest, derived from 
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the expense of instituting and circulating the money; and all the matter re- 
lating to this topie has been given. Her aim in choosing the extracts and 
compiling the appendix, has been to render the work as nearly as ible the 
complete exponent of the author's views on this subject; and she believes 
these additions, embracing some results of his latest thought, will be found 
sensibly to increase the value and interest of the book.” Also, a new edition 
of ‘ Debt and Grace, as related to the Doctrine of a Future Life,” by C. F. 
Hudson.

It forms 
a very neat little volume. 


D. & J. Sapiier & Co. issue “ Memoirs of the Right Rev. Simon William 
Gabriel Bruté, D. D., First Bishop of Vincennes, with Sketches describing his 
Recollections of Scenes connected with the French Revolution, and Extracts from 
his Journal,” by the Rt. Rev. James Roosevelt Bayley, D. D., Bishop of New- 
ark, who says: “It may be proper for me to state in what manner the fol- 
lowing Papers came into my possession, and the reasons which have induced 
me to publish them. In 1847, Monsignor de la Hailandiere, the successor of 
Bishop Bruté, in the See of Vincennes, presented to the most Rev. Archbishop 
(then Bishop) of New York a large number of MSS. which had belonged to 
his predecessor. In examining them, I found amongst them a small MS. vol- 
ume of notes and reminiscences of the French Revolution, which, with the 
approbation of the Bishop, I determined to prepare for publication. My first 
idea was to embody them in a ‘ Life and Times of Bishop Bruté,’ to contain 
a contemporaneous History of the Catholic Church in this country, and a 
Selection from his extensive and valuable correspondence. In this view I 
collected 4 large number of letters and documents, and made many notes. 
But such an undertaking, as Lord Bacon says of learning, ‘ cometh of oppor- 
tunity of leisure,’ and my constant occupations then and since have never 
permitted me to carry out my design. They would probably have caused 
me to abandon it altogether, had not some friends, to whom I had shown the 
notes on the French Revolution, and who were struck with the light which 
they threw upon what may be called the interior or domestic scenes of that 
dreadful tragedy, urged me to prepare them, at least, for publication. Hav- 
ing done so, I found that it was necessary to preface them by a brief Sketch 
of Bishop Bruté’s Life. In preparing this from the memoranda in my posses 
sion, it will be perceived that I have not attempted a biography, properly so 
called, but have merely drawn out a thread of narrative to string the notes 
on, particularly such as illustrate the period in question. They will be found, 
when read in connection with the Sketches and Journal, to bring into relief 
a portion of the pieture of the Revolution which has been too much over- 
looked. Historians have dwelt upon the crimes and horrors of that period, 
and the dark colors with which they have painted it have overlayed and hid- 
den those scenes of Christian charity, and patience, and heroism, which would 
have done so much to reiieve the picture. The crimes of the oppressors were 
open and known to all men, the virtues of the sufferers were for the most 
part hidden, and known only to God. Even those works, which were writ- 
ten with the intention of preserving the memory of the victims, have become 
searce, and are little known. I had much difficulty in obtaining a copy of 
the Abbé Carron’s ‘ Confessors of the Faith.’ I have read those which | was 
able to get, but in none of them have I found any thing so fresh and home- 
like as the papers here published. The only regret those who read them 
will have is, that they are so few and brief.” Also, “ Father De Lisle ; or, 
Tyborne and its Victims, in the Days of Queen Elizabeth,” by the authoress of 
“ Eastern Hospitals and English Nurses.” We extract from the Introduction : 
“ A few words of introduction for the following pages are required ; for the 
writer is anxious that their purport should not be misunderstood. ‘This little 
volume iy not a work of fiction ; it is simply intended as a sketch to illustrate 
in some sort another work comparatively little known, ‘Memoirs of Mission- 
ary Priests,’ by Bishop Challoner; and in such an attempt there was no need 
for invention: incidents of thrilling interest, heroic deeds, and touching epi- 
sodes could be found in every page; and the author’s only desire has been 
to collect a few of these, and, with the addition only of fictitious names, 
weave the links into a chain, placing it in a form that might be attractive, at 
least to the young.”

The above system of Infantry Tactics, based upon the latest improvements in French military experience, and adapted to the peculiar wants of our ser- 
vice, has been prepared by order of the United States Government, and is now, after the most satisfactory evidence of its efficiency, authorized and adopted 
by the Secretary of War for the instruction of the troops. . ; 

Infantry is divided into Heavy [nfantry—also called Infantry of the Line—and Light Infantry. The difference between Heavy and Light Infantry is 
twofold: Ist. In their weapons and equipment, the former being armed with the musket, and the latter with the rifle, when it may be had. 2d, In the 
order of battle, Heavy Infantry being in compact order, while Light Infantry is dispersed or deployed as skirmishers, the men being separated and more 
independent in delivering their fire as sharp-shooters. 

In the School of the Company and of the Battalion, the instruction for Heavy and Light Infantry is the same, every regiment of Infantry having one 
company of Light Infantry as a part of its organization, and all these companies being drilled as Infantry of the Line. 

The system now presented gives a complete course of instruction for both kinds of Infantry, in the schools of the company and battalion, and has be- 
sides a special drill for Light Infantry when employed as skirmishers. 

The advantages claimed by this system of tactics over former ones are numerous and decided: greater celerity in movements, forming in line from 
column without halting, changing direction from front to rear whilst marching, doubling the files when marching by a flank, the omissiou of unnecessary 
commands, or parts of commands, more varied formation of squares against cavalry, and many others, 

It is believed that, with the same matériel, this system will render a company or regiment much more effective than any other. 

With a view to insure uniformity in a system of instruction the merits of which are acknowledged by the highest authority, it is now presented to the 
volunteers and militia called into service, as the authorized drill for the U. S. Infantry, and that by which they will be instructed and disciplined.
